HIGHER ‘PROFITS THAN 
CAPITALISM. 


PROFITEERING RAMPANT, 


The idea that the elimination of 
the private middleman would bring: 
with it the automatic elimination of 
excessive trade profits has received 
a wholesome corrective in the re- 
cent experiences of Soviet State 
‘and co-operative trading organisa- 
tions. 

Formerly any excessive difference 


-between’ the prica, which the pro- 


ducer received for his, goods and 
the price which the consumer..paid. 
for them was laid to the account’ of 
the Nepman, or ‘private trader, who 
still leads a ‘somewhat’ haraased 
existence under the Soviet, regime.

Huge Profits. 


An. investigation of, ‘the aituation 
showed’ that ‘the States trading or- 
ganisations have refused at least 
one of the familiar theoretical ob- 
jections to Socialism, Far from be- 
ing, indifferent to ‘profits, they have 
exploited “thelr almost mono- 
polistic position on thé market to 
pile up huge profits at the expense

The high profits extorted by the 
State trading organisations sertous- 
fy interfered with the realisation of 
the Government's . policy of ’ en- 
couraging the cultivation of flax, 
cotton, and-other products which 
are needed as industrial raw mate- 
rial. With a view to encouraging 
the. peasants to plant, these pro- 
ducts, the - Government . issued 
‘ordera to the effect that... grain 
should be sold at lower prices - in 
certain flax-producing provinces, 
such as Penza, Pskov, and Viadi- 
mir...: But the trading organisations 
contrived to evade these: regulations 
with the same cunning that private 
merchants’ might have been ' ex-

Since instructions were given 
by General Chien Ta-chun, Direc- 
tor of Operations for the. North 
River ‘District, ‘to pursue the re- 
|} bels under ; Chen Chia-yiu, the 
Third Supplementary Battalion 
and the various armies have been 
advancing from: the south | of 
Hunan. On their way, a great 
number of rebels were captured 
who have been continuously sent 
back to Canton to be detained and 
adequately dealt with. - 

‘On the 14th inst., another batch 
of about 200 captives were march- 
ed toCanton. These prisoners 
(according to the “Canton 
Gazette”) said that they were 
soldiers under Chen Chia-ylu at 
a monthly wage of $10 which 
was in arrears for five months. | 
'They were all unwilling to follow 
Chen in his flight, hence the riot 
at Shiukwan on the ist inst. to| f 
demand arrears of pay. | They 
also complained of Chen Chia- 
yiu’s deceit in telling them that 
he was starting on a Northern ex- 
pedition, and snid that once they 
sliscovéered . his rebellious, action, 
they were so. indignant that they 
laid down their arms and deserted 
as'soon as they reached Chen- 
chow, and were therefore captur- |S 
ed by the Government troops, 


| They further stated-that accord- 


ing to the report of the staff- 
officers, the amount carried away 
by Chen Chia-yiu from the Cen-' 
tral Bank branch at Shiukwan 
was over $1,200,000, mostly in 
specie, which were divided into 79 
pole-carriages and sent to Heng- 


chow, Hunan, by 800 guards three 


days before his departure Chen’s 
family also. left together. Chen 
was the last to quit | Shiukwan, 
and, at the latest moment of his 
evacuation, he exacted $100,000 
more from the Chamber of Com- 
merce as evacuation expenses, _

FORMER, DOG CATCHER - 
’ JAILED. ‘ 

A Chinese whom _ Sergt. 
Rozeskwy recognised as a dog 
catcher formerly employed by the 
Wanchai police, was this morn- 
ing sentenced by , Mr.

The Most Artistic Shot in Tennis. 


: The “slow pass,” used under 
certain conditions, is the best 
illustration of changing, pace 
which I can think of. It is em- 
ployed, as .one would suppose, 
against the volleyer, 

It seems’ to me one of the most 
artistic shots that can be made 
in tennis, demanding, as it does, 
cool and “steady nerves anda 
delicate touch. Indeed, one can 
liken it to an iron hand in ‘a 
velvet glove. The pleasure de- 
rived from bringing off this coup, 
or from seeing it ‘played, seems 
due to the fact.that the stroke is 
gentle and yet offensive. This is 
how it operates:— .
